Apologies for the slow reply on my end but wanted to get information to you about our Town Hall this evening at 
6pm at the Kelly Cullen Community Room. 


The context is that we were reflecting as a team on how, despite being in office for more than three years, all 
but three months have been dealing with a public health crisis, where in person meetings have been difficult if 
not impossible. As it becomes safer to gather together in person, we wanted to take the opportunity to get back 
to basics, and host neighborhood town halls to connect with our constituents. 


Last month, we held our first district Town Hall in the Haight-Ashbury, with a fantastic panel of neighborhood 
advocates, and we had a packed house and a great evening connecting with our constituents.

We look forward to supporting you on developing a new, 
resident-informed and locally driven D5 public safety plan (with City input and support) for the 
community that will provide a more proactive and sustainable approach moving forward regarding 
violence and crime prevention in the area. 


By way of a next steps + wrap-up email with notes from today's conversation, please see as 
follows: 


e Emphasis on getting accurate information out there to the community, increasing crime 
reporting, assisting with resource navigation and connection, supporting victims services. 


e Identify potential funding through the BOS addback process to support this process: time 
and staff capacity etc. SF SAFE to help sketch out / estimate ballpark figures regarding the 
various options for support that will support Supervisor Preston's Office secure funding for 
this process during the next City budget process. 


e Overall timeline could be around 3-months: SF SAFE leads the community outreach, 
facilitates the stakeholder education and needs assessment process, develops the draft plan, 
and then finalizes it with community members. 


e In terms of convening, SF SAFE will assist as the conduit to bring together community 
groups, lead in-person community meeting facilitation, and guide the process with clear 
goals and objectives for each day, including tangible next steps based on community 
consensus. The frame is to get at the root of systematic issues that lead to violence. 


e Regarding protocols, SF SAFE stays away from using social labels, takes into account 
everyone in the district (from the unhoused to the property / business owner), and works with 
all community groups to include a spread of expertise from amongst the local stakeholders. 


e A potential preferred format for D5 public safety planning: Take an educational approach 
around what services and resources currently exist, and help with the coordination of the 
various diverse nonprofit groups that work on public safety issues in the district. 


e D5 office to request information from the Controller's Office to map out / inventory the 
groups working in D5 for these public safety and crime prevention service areas, which might 
ultimately also result in the creation of a potential resource guide for local residents. 


e Other considerations: what are best practices and strategies that are working in other areas 
that can be applied to the public safety planning in D5, and how do we also create a 
framework for potential community engagement amongst residents to take action and 
ownership over public safety needs / issues. 


We'll look forward to regrouping with you in December regarding next steps once we have a bit 
more information on both the funding / potential planning option estimates and the list of 
community resource groups for the area. 


As | will be OOO on the second half of my split parental leave from the Thanksgiving break through 
January 10, 2022, | am copying in our colleague +Jannely Rodriguez for her FYI on this effort as 
well.

By way of a next steps + wrap-up email with notes from today's conversation, please see as follows: 


e Emphasis on getting accurate information out there to the community, increasing crime 
reporting, assisting with resource navigation and connection, supporting victims services. 


e Identify potential funding through the BOS addback process to support this process: time and 
staff capacity etc. SF SAFE to help sketch out / estimate ballpark figures regarding the various 
options for support that will support Supervisor Preston's Office secure funding for this process 
during the next City budget process. 


e Overall timeline could be around 3-months: SF SAFE leads the community outreach, facilitates 
the stakeholder education and needs assessment process, develops the draft plan, and then 
finalizes it with community members. 


e In terms of convening, SF SAFE will assist as the conduit to bring together community groups, 
lead in-person community meeting facilitation, and guide the process with clear goals and 
objectives for each day, including tangible next steps based on community consensus. The 
frame is to get at the root of systematic issues that lead to violence. 


e Regarding protocols, SF SAFE stays away from using social labels, takes into account everyone 
in the district (from the unhoused to the property / business owner), and works with all 
community groups to include a spread of expertise from amongst the local stakeholders. 


e A potential preferred format for D5 public safety planning: Take an educational approach around 
what services and resources currently exist, and help with the coordination of the various 
diverse nonprofit groups that work on public safety issues in the district. 


e D5 office to request information from the Controller's Office to map out / inventory the groups 
working in D5 for these public safety and crime prevention service areas, which might ultimately 
also result in the creation of a potential resource guide for local residents. 


e Other considerations: what are best practices and strategies that are working in other areas that 
can be applied to the public safety planning in D5, and how do we also create a framework for 
potential community engagement amongst residents to take action and ownership over public 
safety needs / issues. 

We'll look forward to regrouping with you in December regarding next steps once we have a bit more 
information on both the funding / potential planning option estimates and the list of community 
resource groups for the area.

January 10, 2022, | am copying in our colleague +Jannely Rodriguez for her FYI on this effort as well.
